American Medical Association’s Answer to 
Proposed Program on Socialized Medicine 


Morris Fishbein, M.D.* 


President Truman, in his national 
health program, proposed the extension 
of hospitals and health centers, a pro- 
gram of research, an extension of public 
health facilities, an extension of maternal 
and infant care and insurance against 
loss of wages due to illness. With all of 
these proposals the medical profession 
sincerely agrees. We have, in fact, gone 
far beyond these recommendations in 
urging a minimum standard of nutrition, 
housing, clothing and recreation as 
fundamental to good health in any health 
program. 

We have urged the extension of pro- 
fessionally competent health departments 
to serve every part of the United States, 
with the understanding that local areas 
shall control their own agencies. How- 
ever, it is not the function of a health 
department to take care of the sick unless 
indigency or need is established. 

The procedures established by modern 
medicine for advice to the prospective 
mother and for adequate care in child- 
birth should be made available to every 
woman at a price that she can afford to 
pay. Children should have throughout in- 
fancy proper attention, including scien- 
tific nutrition, immunization against pre- 
ventable infectious diseases and the other

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services that are included in infant wel- 
fare. However, medicine is convinced 
that such services are best supplied 
through personal contact between mother 
and physician and may be _ provided 
through child care and infant welfare 
stations for those who have not access 
to personal medical attention. 

The provision of health and diagnostic 
centers and hospitals necessary to com- 
munity needs is essential for good medical 
care. The federal government may aid, 
preferably under principles such as are 
included in the Hill-Burton bill, which 
requires that location of hospitals be 
directed by the need for such institutions 
and the ability of the community to 
maintain them. 

We have favored suitable hospitaliza- 
tion and medical service for veterans. 

We urge extended, coordinated and 
intensified research for the advancement 
of medical science. 

We urge a program of health educa- 
tion with the widest possible dissemina- 
tion of information regarding the preven- 
tion and treatment of disease. 

All these proposals are extensions of 
services now being rendered on a some- 
what limited scale, since they are not 
equally available in all parts of the 
United States. The federal government 
can do much through grants-in-aid to

War Department Requests Selective Service to 


Issue Special Call for 1,500 Dentists 


An emergency requirement for 1,500 
young dentists has prompted the Surgeon 
General to appeal to the War Depart- 
ment Personnel Division to request Se- 
lective Service to take action to fill imme- 
diate needs, and the War Department 
has accordingly requested the director of 
Selective Service to issue a special call for 
dentists. 

In a War Department announcement, 
Major General Norman T. Kirk, the Sur- 
geon General, said he was concerned 
with hastening the discharge rate of den- 
tal officers with long periods of service. 
At present, a Dental Corps officer must 
serve thirty-nine months, have sixty 
points, or be forty-five years of age to 
become eligible for release, although 
lower requirements for medical officers 
were recently announced, reducing the 
service of general-duty officers from 
thirty-nine to thirty months and for cer- 
tain critical specialists from forty-five to 
thirty-nine months. This step was made 
possible by the Army Medical Specialized 
Training Program. However, the cor- 
responding dental AST program was ter- 
minated in 1944 because at that time 
there was an excess of dental officers and 
a definite need of dentists in civilian 
life. 

With operational strength of the Army 
set at 1,550,000 on July 1, approximately 
3,000 dentists will be required to care 
for Army patients. This would allow two 
dentists for every 1,000 men, which is 
considered the minimum necessary to 
give proper dental care. 

It is anticipated that the proposed 
special call for dentists which Selective 
Service is now being asked to make will 


render it possible at an early date to re- 
duce the criteria for the discharge of 
dentists to a basis comparable with those 
in effect for release of physicians. 


Under the announced procurement ob- 
jectives recent dental graduates of ap- 
proved schools are primarily sought. 
Upon delivery by Selective Service such 
dentists will be offered commissions by 
the Army, and their required period of 
active service will be limited to a maxi- 
mum of two years. The War Department 
has expressed confidence that it will be 
possible to fill the special call for 1,500 
dentists at this time because of the large 
number of dental graduates who were in- 
ducted and given government assistance 
in partially completing their education. 
When this program was_ terminated, 
these former ASTP students were dis- 
charged and deferred from further serv- 
ice to permit them to finish their dental 
training at their own expense. Four 
thousand six hundred fifty-one (4,651) 
such students actually completed their 
dental courses after discharge from the 
Army. 

Brigadier General Thomas L. Smith, 
director, Dental Consultants Division, 
Surgeon General’s office, stated such a 
move will speed up the discharge of older 
men in the service. 

General Kirk emphasized that there 
must always be enough dentists in the 
service to insure that the health of sol- 
diers will not be jeopardized. Further, 
he said, if more dentists should become 
necessary in the future, additional calls 
for them may be made on Selective 
Service. 


Special Announcement by War Service and Post 


War Planning Committee 


There have been protests to A.D.A. re- 
garding discrimination of War Dept. in 
reducing number of months in service, 
toward release, from 39 to 30, in case of 
medical corps officers, with no reduction 
for dental officers. The War Service 
Committee takes the attitude that the 
tour of duty for dentists overseas and men 
over age, should be reduced to the mini- 
mum so that those desiring it may be 
returned to civilian practice. This opin- 
ion is shared by the Office of the Surgeon 
General, and their efforts have been sin- 
cere and vigorous in this connection. 


In order to accomplish this purpose, 
and at the same time maintain the over- 
seas and other commitments estimated by 
the Army, it would obviously be neces- 
sary that replacements by secured, and 
that they be recruited from recent grad- 
uates with particular reference to those 
with Army Service Training. Thousands 
of young physicians just completing their 
internships in hospitals are taking the 
place of their confreres. 

The War Dept. has today called upon 
Selective Service to offer commissions of 
2 years duration to 1,500 recent grad- 
uates. When the success of this program 
is assured, the War Dept. will take action 
to equalize points and months of service 
with medical corps officers. 


SURPLUS PROPERTY 


The War Service and Post War Plan- 
ning Committee of the A.D.A. reports 
passage of an amendment to the Surplus 


Property Act of 1944, signed by Pres. 
Truman, May 3, 1946, giving veterans 
priority for the purchase of dental equip- 
ment. The Act provides for setting aside 
for sale to veterans exclusively, selected 
items in heaviest demand, and this in- 
cludes dental apparatus and equipment. 

Efforts are being continued to induce 
Army and Navy to release as much dental 
equipment and supplies as possible, and 
while it is realized that the needs of all 
veteran dental officers will not be sup- 
plied, it is hoped that many will be aided 
in the establishment or re-establishment 
of their practices. 

It is the intention of the legislation 
and regulations that dental equipment 
shall be sold to the veteran dental officer 
with no intermediary, and in order to 
obtain the maximum results it is im- 
portant that any seeming irregularities be 
called to the attention of this Committee.

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Minutes of the Regular Meeting

May 21, 1946 


The sixth regular monthly meeting of 
the Chicago Dental Society was called to 
order by President Zielinski at 8:30 p.m. 

Motion was regularly made and sev- 
erally seconded that the reading of the 
minutes of the meeting of April 16 be 
dispensed with inasmuch as they have 
been published in the FortTNIGHTLY 
Review. Motion carried. 


It was then regularly moved and sev- 
erally seconded that the minutes of the 
meeting of April 16 be approved as pre- 
pared by the Secretary and published in 
the May 1 issue of the ForTNIGHTLY RE- 
view. Motion carried. 


Reports of boards and standing com- 
mittees—none. 


Reports of special committees—none. 
Unfinished business. 


President Zielinski announced that the 
body should take final action upon the 
amendments to the Constitution and By- 
Laws that were read at the last meeting. 
The Secretary, Dr. Wells, then read the 


following amendments: 


“Art. III, Sec. 3. Life Membership: De- 
lete the last phrase: ‘and can comply with 
the other requirements for this classification 
as set forth in Art. VII, Sec. 2, of the by- 
laws,’ and amend the section to read as fol- 
lows: ‘Life membership shall be restricted 
to dentists who have held active membership 
for not less than twenty-five (25) consecutive 
years and have reached the age of sixty-five 
(65) years.’ ” 

“Art. VII, Sec. 2. Life Membership: De- 
lete the entire section and substitute the 
following: ‘Life membership: Any member 
who has held active membership for a period 
of twenty-five (25) consecutive years and 
has reached the age of sixty-five (65) shall 
automatically be elected to life membership 
by the board of directors.’ ” 


It was moved and severally seconded 
that these amendments be approved. Mo- 
tion carried. 


New business. 

Secretary Wells at the request of the 
President reported to the membership 
that the U. S. Public Health Service was 
conducting a health survey in Chicago 
and Cook County. This survey is being 
made by the Public Health Service at 
the request of Mayor Edward J. Kelly 
and Clayton F. Smith, President of the 
Cook County Board of Commissioners. 
The staff of the survey, Secretary Wells 
reported, plans to forward a question- 
naire to all dentists in Cook County. The 
members of the Society are requested to 
fill in and return this questionnaire as 
promptly as possible. 


President Zielinski asked the Secretary 
to read a letter to the Chicago Dental 
Society from Mr. W. H. Johnson, Super- 
intendent of Schools, complimenting the 
Society upon its Youth Night program. 

Dr. George W. Teuscher, Chairman 
of the Monthly Program Committee, was 
presented by President Zielinski. Dr. 
Teuscher in turn introduced Dr. W. 
Harry Archer of Pittsburgh, who spoke 
on “Anesthesia and Oral Surgery for the 
General Practitioner.” At the conclusion 
of Dr. Archer’s lecture President Zielinski 
expressed the thanks and appreciation of 
the membership to him for his excellent 
presentation. 


In accordance with the long standing 
custom of the Society President Zielinski 
announced that the retiring presidents 
of each of the branches and the retiring 
officers and directors of the Chicago Den- 
tal Society would be awarded certificates 
of appreciation for the many services 
each has rendered to the Society. Testi- 
monial certificates were then presented 
to each of the following:

Chicago Mobilizing for Relief of Starving 


Millions— Europe and Far East 
Need Food Urgently 


Chicago’s Emergency Food Collection 
Committee, chairmanned by Mayor Ed- 
ward J. Kelly, has started a campaign 
for food, and money with which to pur- 
chase food, for the millions of starving 
people in Europe and the Far East. The 
campaign centers on the collection of 
funds because purchases can be made at 
seaboard points more speedily than 
canned food can be gathered, packed, 
and started on its way to the hungry. 


DIETARY DEFICIENCY 


Hunger is no respecter of persons, ac- 
cording to Mayor Kelly. It is, however, 
immeasurably more brutal in its treat- 
ment of the very young and the very old. 
Scores of persons, including former Pres- 
ident Hoover, who have visited the dis- 
traught countries have brought back 
tales of unbelievable suffering in the 
lands from which came many of our 
most respected citizens. For example, a 
recent report from UNRRA indicates 
that a large percentage of all 6 to 14 
year old Greek children show physical 
evidence of dietary deficiency. Scientists 
state that a decrease in the average 
height of children is one of the most re- 
liable indications of chronic malnutri- 
tion. Graphs taken of the height of some 
50,000 Greek children showed a marked 
diminution in height. Loss of weight, on 
the other hand, isn’t too accurate a means 
of measuring the effects of an inadequate 
diet. 


The Swiss Red Cross is doing a valiant 
service in parts of Greece and is providing 
some supplementary feeding for the 


younger children. Despite this, chronic 
rickets is prevalent and gingivitis, which 
results from a deficiency of Vitamin A, 
is rampant among the very young chil- 
dren. 


TIN CONTAINERS 


Because of the rigors of overseas ship- 
ment, the national committee, working 
on behalf of the United Nations Relief 
and Rehabilitation program, was forced 
to restrict shipments to those in tin con- 
tainers. These are typically American 
and easily identified. Most urgently 
needed now are such things as condensed, 
evaporated, or dried milk, meats, fish, 
and peanut butter. Pooling of supplies 
collected in the nation-wide campaign 
will permit the widest possible and fair- 
est distribution of food among the needy 
in war-devastated areas. 

Mayor Kelly is supported by an active 
committee of influential Chicagoans. 
William L. McFetridge is executive 
chairman, Laurence Armour is treasurer, 
and Floyd M. Johnson, John R. Robin- 
son and Mrs. Harriet M. Robertson are 
vice-chairmen. 

Discussing the urgent need for reliev- 
ing the semi-starved peoples abroad, 
Mayor Kelly stressed the fact that when- 
ever an appeal came, for whatever pur- 
pose, Chicagoans have responded readily 
to the utmost of their ability. The dental 
profession of Chicago is doing its bit, by 
and large, with contributions of dental 
instruments and supplies. To those who 
have been unable to participate in this 
manner, Mayor Kelly addresses his ap- 
peal for help.

EDUCATION FOR VETERANS 


1,687,000 veterans have filed their ap- 
plications for educational courses, ac- 
cording to the Administrator of Veterans 
Affairs, General Omar Bradley. 27 per 
cent of these are already enrolled. In 
Illinois the number of veterans not dis- 
abled who have filed for education and 
training totaled 154,091 as of May first. 
Of this number 19,662 are actually in 
training. For disabled veterans the num- 
ber recorded in Illinois is 16,086 of which 
2,366 are in training. 

Three out of every four veterans of 
World War II are neglecting their insur- 
ance, according to reports. There was 
some 142 billions worth issued by the 
government. And that means about 
$100,000,000,000 have gone down the 
drain. 


NEW APPARATUS DRILLS 
TEETH PAINLESSLY 


At the annual convention of the Den- 
tal Society of the State of New York held 
at the Pennsylvania Hotel a few months 
ago, a new instrument was on display 
which, it was ‘claimed, would revolution- 
ize cavity preparation in sensitive teeth. 
According to the manufacturer, the unit 
makes it possible to drill dentine pain- 
lessly without damage and without the 
use of drugs. Tests have been conducted 
by the dental institutes of the University 
of Paris, Zurich and Basle as well as by 
private practitioners. 

Known simply as Wa Ro Pa, the appa- 
ratus gets its effect by the intensely cooled 
burr which is used. When the dentine 
is touched by the deeply cooled burr, the 
protoplasm in the dentine tubes stiffens 
to a small depth and a plug of firm pro- 
toplasm results. A small part of this 
stiffened substance is cut away and the 
next layer is progressively cooled. The 
drill can thus penetrate deeper and 
deeper without causing any pain.

the individual states to encourage a wider 
development of such services and an in- 
creased responsibility among local com- 
munities to provide themselves with 
needed preventive and curative medical 
services. 

A program for medical care within the 
American system of individual initiative 
and freedom of enterprise includes the 
establishment of voluntary nonprofit pre- 
payment plans for the costs of hospitaliza- 
tion (such as the Blue Cross plans) and 
voluntary nonprofit prepayment plans for 
medical care (such as those developed 
by many state and county medical socie- 
ties). The details of such insurance con- 
tracts should be acceptable to the Coun- 
cil on Medical Service of the American 
Medical Association and to the authori- 


tative bodies of state medical associations. 
The evolution of voluntary prepayment 
insurance against the costs of sickness 
admits also the participation of private 
sickness insurance plans which meet the 
standards of insurance commissioners and 
of the Council on ‘Medical Service of the 
American Medical Association. 

The Council on Medical Service of 
the American Medical Association is at 
this very time engaged in developing a 
nation-wide plan for the extension of 
prepayment insurance against the costs 
of illness with standards that will insure 
a high quality of medical care and a 
maintenance of those fundamental fac- 
tors in medical service that are consistent 
with the principles of the American plan 
of government.
